For year the lower paid 
employees have been getting their 
little 5 per cent boosts which have 
been almost negligible when you 
figure the same percentage for 
the people in the $800-$1000 per 
gate bracket. 

We had wondered if the 
action of the assembly commit- 
tee in refusing to approve a 5 
per cent wage boost for state 
employees would have any 
effect on the local county situ- 
ation. Stallings said it would 
not as increases almost as rec- 
ommended by the Kroeker sur- 
vey had been promised: 

The matter of a possible across- 
the-board hike to start the new 
year as has been customary for 
many years, is another question, 
It is just possible that the state 
action if it suecessfully goes 
through the assembly and senate 
will have a decided effect here. 

With so many persons out of 
work it would seem to be a good 
time to level salaries of govern- 
ment workers and possibly save 
thousands of dollars a new raise™ 
would cost. All except our lower), 


| bracket employes will get along 


very nicely with the new raises 
that will take effect as soon as 
the board-commission arrives at a 
decision which could be next Mons| 
day.
